Tho Montreal Star says: “It lias 
been tho fashion for many 
years to quote Canada as n wintry 
land. Tho habit has persisted, des¬ 
pite the actual facts regarding our 
climate, which probably presents the 
widest latitude in conditions ot 
any country in the world today. 
Hut Just now Europo is having a 
taste of what a really hard winter 
can achieve. Steel bridges have 
been cracked in two by Arctic tem¬ 
peratures of a severity almost un¬ 
known in modern records. Ship¬ 
ping in the north is icebound, and 
even the Rlack Sea is beginning to 
freeze over an event unrecorded 
within living memory. 

Now' if the people who ate at pres¬ 
ent suffering so acutely were in Can¬ 
ada, they w’ould be enjoying them¬ 
selves. We have not been attached 
by an unprecedented cold weather, 
and the general conditions through¬ 
out the country have not been such 
as to cause any discomfort. Indeed, 
there is good ground for utilizing the 
attractiveness of our climate as a 
drawing card for intending immi¬ 
grants. instead of frightening them 
with lurid pictures of winter of nr. 
Arctic character. A little more truth, 
and a little less florid rubbish, would 
help immigration better than lantern 
slides and flaming posters on the 
walls.”

Alberta School System 


Total School Enrolment Is Given A* 
160,000 

Alberta’s total school enrolment is 
approximately 160 , 000 . 

A greater percentage of Increase! 
occurred last year In high school 
than In public school enrolment. 

The per capita cost of education 
for all schools In the province has 
remained practically stationary. 

The foregoing information Is con¬ 
tained In the annual report of the 
department of education, tabled In 
the legislature by Hon. Perren Rak¬ 
er, minister of education. 

While the total enrolment in the 
schools of the province Increased by 
4,700 in 1928, approximately 37 per 
cent, of this number is to be found 
In the high schools. In 1906 the per¬ 
centage of the entire enrolment in 
the high school grades was 2.41 in 
comparison with 11.44. 

During the year 06 new school dis¬ 
tricts were organized. Of these 33 
are north of township 53, and 17 
north of township 70. The total num¬ 
ber of districts in the province now 
stands 3,497. There are, however, a 
total of 5,148 departments in regular 
operation. Eighty-one new one-room 
schools were built and 13 new two- i 
room schools. This Is all exclusive 
of the building taking place in the 
towns and cities. 

There has been an increased 
demand for technical education 1 
throughout the province. 

More than 1,000 more pupils wrote 
on the departmental examinations 
I than ever before. In the high school 
I grades 75.9 per cent, of all the units 
written were passed successfully. 
Making an average of 75 per cent, 
or more on all units required for 
matriculation or normal entrance 149 
pupils obtained honors. 

New text books in agriculture for 
both elementary an dsecondary 
! schools were introduced during the 
I year, also r new system of writing 
I manuals. The latter were prepared 
I to accompany the Alberta curricu¬ 
lum in writing. 

Approximately $150,000 worth of 
business was done in the school book 
I branch. Ninety-four per cent, of this 
business was done with Arms located 
in Canada. The remaining six per 
cent, went to British and American 
firms.

Unearthed Evidence 


Airmen Are Modest 


I liat remarkable native Indian 
scientist, Sir .Tagadis Chandra Bose, 
founder and director of the Bose 
Research Institute at Calcutta, is an 
eloquent and arresting supporter of 
the close kinship between the life 
histories of plants and animals and 
their reactions to external stimuli. 
He has mustered a vast amount of 
experimental data in defence of his 
theory and these have recently been 
reinforced by a series of interesting 
experiments conducted by the Boyce 
Thompson Institute of the United 
States Into the reaction of vegeta¬ 
bles to the influence of artificial 
light. The results indicate that 
vegetables nro not alike, but pos¬ 
sess distinct individualities of their 
own, indeed responding with marked 
differences that arc not very far re¬ 
moved from human responses un¬ 
der corresponding treatment. 

Take the radish as an example. No 
one, probably, had ever suspected 
the radish of any great yearning af¬ 
ter the thrills and excitements of 
night life. It has always seemed a 
sort of stodgy vegetable, despite 
its pungent flavor and its preference 
for red as a color. But the Insti¬ 
tute reports that when the radish 
had its normal day extended by the 
concentration upon it of light de¬ 
signed to duplicate as far as as pos¬ 
sible the light of the sun, it perked 
up in surprising fashion. Indeed, it 
displayed a readiness to enjoy the 
longer hours that would have done 
credit to regular cabaret patrons. 

Even more surprising, however, 
was the action of the lettuce, than 
which no vegetable we know could 
wear nn external aspect more con- 
venMonally respectable. Though a

2,291,720 Students Are Enrolled In 
Educational Institutions Of 
Canada 

Tho number of students enrolled 1 
In the educational institutions of 
Canada was, according to the latest 
survey, 2,291,720. These included 2.- 
022,729 in ordinary publicly control¬ 
led day r schools, 102,668 in technical 
and evening schools, most of them 
under public control; 71,468 in pri¬ 
vate or independent schools; 42,546 
In universities and colleges; 3,5*9 in 
preparatory courses, or schools 
affiliated to universities and colleges, 
In addition to those In private 
schools. The remainder were in busi¬ 
ness colleges, normal schools nnd 
other scholastic institutions. 

The educational standing of the 
enrolment was 1,932,963 in elemen¬ 
tary grades, and 300,149 in second¬ 
ary or higher grades. These do not 
include the greater part of night 
school pupils. 

The expenditure on public ednea¬

Approval of the agreement between 
the C.N.R., the C.P.H. and the Prov¬ 
ince of Alberta, for the purchase ot 
the undertakings of the Edmonton, 
Dun vegan and British Columbia rail¬ 
ways; the Central Canada Railway 
Company; the Central Canada Ex¬ 
press Company; the Alberta Great 
Waterways Company, is sought In a 
resolution placed on the order pa¬ 
per of the House of Commons, by 
Hon. C. A. Dunning, Minister of 
Railways and Canals.

Canadian wheat and every other 
Canadian product—has a preference 
tn Great Britain. The proof Is that 
no other importing country In Eu¬ 
rope admits our wheat on the same 
favorable terms. Should Britain 
ever adopt a tariff, there Is no doubt 
whatever that Canadian wheat would 
ho admitted on the most favorable 
conditions granted to any wheat¬ 
growing country. A tariff is being 
actually proposed there In order that 
a financial preference could be given 
to Canadian wheat. The British 
market Is the permanent outlet for 
Canada’s surplus wheat crop, Incom¬ 
parably the largest outlet there is. 
and the largest there is likely to bo. 
That Is a fact which Canadians ought 
to keep In mind when they think of 
international trade—and when they 
are thinking of buying imported 
goods - Edmonton Bulletin.

DENTAL TALKS

Pyorrhoea 

Pyorrhoea is a very much abused 
word.* It is employed by the average 
person to denote all inflamatory con¬ 
ditions of the gums no matter what 
the cause. Many of these cases of 
gingivities are caused by traumatism 
or local irritation such as too spicy 
food or too hot liquids. Other forms 
of gingivitis are caused by constipa¬ 
tion or the use of violent purgatives, 
also by systemic conditions such as 
pregnancy, or disease such as dia¬ 
betes Still other forms spring from 
infection by microorganisms not com¬ 
monly found n pyorrhoea. It will 
thus be seen that many cases of ging¬ 
ivitis, commonly spoken of as pyor¬ 
rhoea, by the ordinary person .could 
be easily and quickly cured were den¬ 
tal and medical attention given the 
case before deep seated infection had 
taken place. 

Pyorrhoea is a constitutional dis¬ 
ease with a local manifestation which 
results in the breaking up or detach¬ 
ment of the tissues surrounding the 
teeth. 

There are four distinct types of 
pyorrhoea. Three of these types pre¬ 
sent practically no visible pus. The 
fourth type presents considerable pus 
to the trained eye and is the most 
langerous form In which this disease 
appears. 

Pyorrhoea usually commences as 
t result of previous gingivitis that has 
been left untreated. 

Once pyorrhoea becomes well start- 
ed it takes on Its most insidious aspe¬ 
ct. There are four reasons respon¬ 
sible for this: 1st. The gums usually 
lose their inflamed appearance and 
return to a somewhat normal color. 
2nd. The germs of pyorrhoea are ant¬ 
agonistic to tooth decaying germs, 
hence there is little or no decay. 

3rd. There is little pain or other dis¬ 
comfort as far as the mouth is con¬ 
cerned especially in the earlier and 
middle stages. *4th. As a result of 
the above three facts the patients is 
lulled into a false feeling of security 
and usually not until the disease has 
progressed so far as to produce very 
loose teeth or pyorrhoeatic abscesses, 
will he or she take step9 to rectify 
r» alters.
